RESOLUTION 

No. 46/2/81-Jus. — Demands have been made from time to 
time for the establishment of a Bench of the Allahabad High 
Court in Western Uttarpradesh, Various authorities have ex-

The Government of 
Uttar Pradesh in their letter dated 14th March, 1981, have
